The inability of the 
cap i talis t states to meet the postwar crises with new political forms 
was ex pl&inoc and the Marshall Plan was reviewed as a bulwark of reaction 
and an attempt to undermine the Soviet Onion. As a consequence, the 
capi talis t states must always fear and oppose the unity of Geimary ns a 
threat to both their political aims and their economic situation. Vorhagan 
re pe atedly talked of the connection between Ccranuniso and Christianity. 

He amphnntttAfi tto & because of Russian conditions Ccemanisa in the USSR was 
of a special typ« not to be adopted literally by other countries.
